CALL FOR NOMINATIONS 


Article IV Section 2 of the By-laws of the lowa Numismatic Asso- 
ciation provides that the President shall make a call for nomination 
of officers in "The Iowa Collector" in the May-June issue. All nomi- 
nations must be made in writing by any paid up regular or life mem- 
ber of the Iowa Numismatic Association. Such nominations are to be 
sent to the Second Vice President, Dean Oakes, P.O. Box 469, Iowa 
City, Iowa 52240 by July 20, 1968. 


Officers to be elected are: President, First and Second Vice Pres- 
ident, Secretary-Treasurer, and a maximum of eleven directors. 
The eleven directors will represent the 7 Iowa Congressiona] Dis- 
tricts as now constituted, (as per map printed herewith). No district 
may elect less than one, if nominated, or more than three — andfour 
directors at large. 

All members in good standing may seek election to any office ex- 
cept that of President, First & Second Vice President which must be 
filled by a member who has served previously as an officer or di- 
rector. The President and First and Second Vice President of the 
Iowa Numismatic Association may not be a candidate for re-election 
to their respective offices. 

I urge each member of the Iowa Numismatic Association to con- 
sider members for elected office who are responsible and dedicated 
numismatists. It is your duty to nominate those people who you feel 
can best guide our organization in the coming two years. Please 
nominate wisely.
